ted them. 


This action was taken at a meeting 


of the board of public service held at 
2 o'clock Monday afternoon, Members 
Lamb, Lcvingston ad Linkc concur- 
ring. The right to reject any or all 
bids was received by the board and it 
was this right which it exercised on 
the ground that the bids 
submitted 


were above the engineer's 
estimate, 


and were excessive. 


The board will again examine care- 


fully the plans and there may be some 
changes made in the specifications be- 
fore the bids are re advertised. 
will be done as soon as possible. 


The estimate ma'de by Engineer L. 


Xr Davis is^ of course, a secret, so 
that all bidders are treated alike. 


There is one specification which is 


not generally understood, the payment 
of 5 per cent, of the total cost of the 
work to the'United States Sand Filtra- 
tion Company. 


This company is the owner of val- 


uable patents, and when the construc- 
tion of the filtration plant is begun, 
inspectors will be sent here to see that 
the work is correctly done. 


This 5 per cent, is paid to the II. S. 


Filteration Company by the success- 
ful contractor. 


"It will cost a half million of dol- 


lars to build the 
proposed water 


works plant," said Mayor A. J. Cril- 
ly Monday morning, "and this 
has 


been my estimate right along."

gius Witte, the head of the Russian 
peace commission, sai'l: 


and Judged admissible by Russia 


before she can proceed to foimal negotia- 
tions. Hitherto, as you are aware, it was 
customary in cases like this to settle all 
suoh preliminaries before the meeting of 
the -plenipotentiaries, whnoe task it was 
to come to a final agre< mr-nt on the mat- 
ters under discussion. Now, Uie very fact 
that his majesty the i-z.ir consented to 
take a course involving departure from 
this ancient diplomatic u=age and to ap- 
point a mission to learn the nature of our 
brave enemy's terms is an eloquent token 
of the friendly feeling winch he and iiis 
subjects continue to cherish toward the 
pfcuple of the United States. 


This is the lirst time that a peace 


commission has met in the United 
Stales to settle a war between natioas 
of the old world. The meeting is in a 
sense one of the fruits of The Hague 
peace conference, which was initiated 
by the present Russian emperor. The 
conference and the arbitration methods 
it put in force piw ided for ending 
wars through the good oftices of friend- 
ly powers, and President Roosevelt in 
bringing about the negotiations now in 
progress proceeded on these lines. As 
M. Witte said, the meeting is a depar- 
ture from previous customs and the 
ancient diplomatic usage. That Amer- 
ica should be the place for holding such 
a meeting and putting into application 
some of the principles formulated at 
The Hague is considered especially ap- 
propriate. The war is one of the most 
important wars waged in modern 
times, and if the negotiations for its 
cessation prove successful the treaty 
of peace resulting therefrom will not 
only be of interest in itself, but from 
the precedent which it will set. 


When the United States had beaten 


Spain to a standstill in 1800, had cap- 
tured her entire army in Cuba and an- 
nihilated her navy in the battles of 
Manila Bay and Santiago, Spain was 
forced to sue for peace.

When in 1894 the Jap- 
anese had overwhelmingly defeated the 
Chinese a treaty of peace was con- 
cluded at Simonoseki, and it was the 
first peace treaty between oriental na- 
tions negotiated after the western 
fashion. By it Japan received an in- 
demnity of .$200,000,000 and the island 
of Formosa. 


When Germany beat France in the 


wur of 1870 there was not much diplo- 
matic skirmishing. The Germans laid 
down hard terms, and there was noth- 
ing for France to do but accept them. 
The original demand for indemnity 
was SI.SOO.OiKWio, and the Germans 
obtained !?1,000/:0(),000, the largest war 
indemnity paid by a nation in modern 
times. France also had to cede Alsace 
and Lorraine to Germany. There was 
no formal treaty of peace between tbe 
Federal and Confederate forces at the 
close of the American civil war. Lee 
handed his sword to Grant, find that 
virtually terminated the struggle. 


Latin was formerly tbe language of 


treaties between European nations. 
Later wlirn French became tbe lan- 
guage of diplomacy it was generally 
used in the in.iking of peace treaties. 
But international law permits each na- 
tion to uso its own language if desired 
for treaties of whatever nature. Eng- 
lish has often been used in recent 
years, and tho treaty between Japan 
and China \\as written in this lau- 
piage.

Still op- 
erating under the original charter, the 
first instrument of the nature in the 
world, it is the only one of the pioneer 
companies continuing with name un- 
changed. 


The drastic evisceration in 1889 of 


"assets^" the modus operand! being the 
extinction of "that $9,000,000 surplus" 
in toto, and the leaving, as worth any- 
thing at all of a bare tenth of the 
whole imposing aggregate of $30,000,- 
000 formerly featured as constituting 
the corporation's 
sheet 
anchor^ was 


the rudest of shocks. The utter wreck 
of the company following seven yeais 
later capped a climax so stunning its 
reverberations haven't altogether ceas- 
ed despite the years that have since 
passed into the shades. 


In 189C the company fell down on 


less than $150,000,000 of bonds; could- 
n't pay the interest on them, and the 
additional $«0,000,000 of stock, prefer- 
red and common, was left wholly in 
tlie cold. 


Nine years latei\ not only had the 


company liquidated every 
dollar of 


floating debt, met every outstanding 
note, made good every 
deficit of the 


old days, but from one year's income 
(1904) paid the interest upon the bonds 
and 4 per cent, dividends 
upon the 


stock — together representative of the 
$420,000,000; paid rentals and taxes, 
also miscellaneous improvements og- 
regatmg nearly $500.000; appionriar- 


ed $2,000,000 for additions and better- 
ments'; took care of 
$1,000,000 and 


more other expenditures and still had 
left a couple of millions to add to sur- 
plus, which then became $7,250.000. 


The year 189G was very far from a 


lean year. The total tonnage was the 


reatest up to that time in the history 


of the company, and exceeded by 2,- 
000,000 tons that of the previous year 
(1895) 5",000,000 tons; that of 1891 and 
4.000,000 tons that of 1890, when the 
"reight earnings per mile were the rec- 
ord figures, so remaining for a decade. 
Tlje tonnage of 189C surpassed by 2,- 
000.000 tons the total of the year the 
25,0*00,000 points in earnings was first 
reached and passed (1892). The suc- 
ceeding year (1893) the earnings went 
to $20,250,000, and, while the revenue 
from freight in 1S9C was within $500 
a mile of that of the banner year, the 
Freight tonnage -was 1 000,000 tons in 
excess of 1893's aggregate.

In continuity, 


too, with that which 
signalized his 


course as co-receiver 
with

when the railroad world was treated 
to the unprecedented spectacle of a 
system 
brought to a comparatively 


high state of efficiency while under 
court control. 


Since the expiration of the receiver- 


ship and the completion of the ensuing 
plan of leorganization; say during the 
calendar years 1S99 to 190 J inclusive, 
SO odd millions additional were spent 
lor betterments and 
equipment — this 


including the B. & O. S. W. By no 
means all of the huge sum indicated 
went to the swelling of capital ac- 
count. Well on to one-fourth of it was 
taken directly from 'he earnings and 
not represented in any way in the coni- 
panv's securities. Nor were there any 
notes issued, promises to pay, or that 
sort of thing as debits offsetting the 
credit. Thus it may have been in the 
old time-serving days, but is not under 
the new dispensation. The eighteen to 
twenty millions were legitimately earn- 
ed and productive. Such as did go to 
capital, some $03,000, when compared 
per mile to the average annual earn- 
ings from operation per mile for The 
period (1899-1004)- was as 22 per cent. 
That is to say. when the company was 
adding capital at the rate of $".200 a 
mile it was earning upward of $1. 1.000 
a mile. The mileage basis is that em- 
braced in income account.

advanced beyond 75 p<-r cent,

While the tonnage of freight 


as a whole was 
doubled—43,250,000

Reverting again to the comparative 


showing, gross earnings from operation 
reached $16,300 per mile in 1904, an 
increase of 60 per cent, over '96. Op- 
erating expenses, as to be 
expected 


from so largely augmented volume of 
business, went up appreciably—.10 per 
cent, per mile. But in ratio to earn- 
ings they were 9 per cent, less per 
mile 'than in 1896. Net earnings from 
operation increased very greatly; near- 
ly 350 per cent., as a whole, and 80 
per cent, on mileage basis. The gross 
income from all sources in 1904 reach- 
ed $17,000 a mile, an advance of $6,500 
per mile over 189C. 


In 1896 the ratio of the bonded to

tract of a thousand acres of laud re- 
cently purchased near Carney, Ala., 
and will undertake to grow timber for 
cross ties, says a Nashville special dis- 
patch to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


For several years railroads have real- 


ized that the time is coming -when tim- 
ber lit for cross ties will be very 
scarce, and many companies are plant- 
ing timber 1'or this purpose. Most of 
the roads have selected catalpa on ac- 
count of its being of quick growth and 
being a long lasting timber. It has 
been known to endure all kinds of 
weather for thirty years. 


Catalpa is planted in rows about 


four feet apart, and it is claimed that 
in Alabama it will make a tree large 
enough to make four ties every eight 
years, or one tie to every four feet 
every two years. At any rate it is be- 
lieved that 5,000 acres of catalpa will 
grow enough timber to supply a sys- 
tem like the Louisville and Nashville. 


In. the Arkansas valley, in Kansas, 


the Santa Fe and the Rock Island sys- 
tem have planted thousands of acres of 
catalpa, and much of it is already large 
enough for railroad ties. Those who 
have tested the growth of the timber 
in southern Alabama Say that it will 
grow faster in that state than in Kan- 
sas, and the Louisville and Nashville 
expects to have a splendid field of tim 
ber within eight years. The demand 
for pine timber for building purposes 
is fast cleaning out all the pine that is, 
good for ties. 


Within the next five years the Penn- 


sylvania railroad station in New York 
city and its connecting tunnels will be 
completed, and the new Grand Central 
station will be ready for use a year 
sooner, says Karl Decker in Success 
Magazine for August. 


Four city blocks have been razed 


by the contractors In charge of the 
work on the Pennsylvania, and the 
great traveling steam shovels are at 
work, each tearing away a thousand 
cubic yards of earth daily, while a 
hundred drills bore into the exposed 
rock and heavy charges of dynamite 
rack it into fragments. 
A great ex-^ 


cavation sixty feet deep in parts must' 
be dug, and in all 2,000,000 cubic yards 
of earth and rock will be carted away 
before the work of building the new 
station cau be begun. 


The cost of this work will be $GO,- 


000,000, to which must be added the 
§10,000,000 spent in acquiring real es- 
tate. Over in New Jersey the work of 
boring the tunnel that is to carry the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania into New 
York has been begun, and a shaft sev- 
enty-five feet deep and thirty-five feet 
in diameter has been sunk. From this 
point two separate tunnels, a mile in 
length, will be bored to the water 
front and thence under the river bot- 
tom 6,000 feet to the shaft ou the 
western shore of Manhattan Island, 
where the underland tunneis will strike 
through to the station. On Long Island 
the shaft work has also been begun, 
and before long the work of tunneling 
the East river to meet the bores from 
the west will begin. The station itself 
will occupy a site 500 feet by 1,000 
feet and will be 800 feet in length by 
400 feet in width.

back from the building line on all 
sides, it will give the effect of being 
located in the center of a great plaza. 


Through a new gear device, which 


for the first time in the United States 
has been attached to a locomotive at 
the Elkhart shops of the Lake Shore, 
an increase in the locomotive's speed 
is believed to be insured, says a spe- 
cial dispatch from Elkhart to the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

9:39 AND EMERGE AT 


11:42 O'CLOCK. 


Sun Will be Partly Hidden Aug. 29— 


Eclipse of Moon Is Visible In This 


Section of Country. 


Throughout central Ohio, in fact> to 


all inhnbifmtq of North ami 
South 


America and Africa, an eclipse of the 
moon will he visihle tonight, weather 
permitting. This eclipse of the lunar 
qu«vn will begin at 8:08 o'clock to- 
night, Aug. 14. The moon will enter 
the shadow at 9:39 o'clock and the 
hfuld!» of the eclipse will be at 10:41 
o'clock. It will emerge from the shad- 
ow .it ll:4J o'clock and 
leave the 


penumbra at 1:14 a. in. 


In this eclipse this evening observ- 


ers will be able to see three-tenths of 
the lunar surface enter 
the 
earth's 


shadow. 
A total eclipse of the sun 


is due to full the last of the present 
mouth, Aug. :i9-:;o. But this will be a 
total eclipse only in a narrow path, 
one that will belt the earth from Can- 
ada to Arabia. 


The sun's eclipse is of vast import- 


ance to science and astronomers in 
general. Numerous expeditions will be 
sent to various points of the world to 
observe the phenomenon and the big 
observatories ot Europe and America 
are making extensive preparations for 
the event, having already established 
stations of \antage from which to ob- 
tain the best possible views and pho- 
tographs. 


The path of the eclipse will start 


in northwestern Canada at sunrise on 
the morning of the 29th. There it will 
be total, and will be seen along a belt 
that will cross the Dominion at the 
southern extremity of Hudson bay, 
passing through Labrador and across 
the -Atlantic ocean to Spain, where it 
is expected the best results will be ob- 
tained, as the eclipse falls 
there at 


noon. 
From Spain the path 
of to- 


tality runs across the Mediterranean 
sea, through Egypt into Arabia, where 
the eclipse will end at sunset of the 
.",0th. 


Because of the exceptional advant- 


ages presented by Spain, including its 
accessibility and clear weather condi- 
tions at that season, it will be the 
Mecca for astronomical observing par- 
ties.

Clear Sky Necessary. 


The requirement for a good view of 


the eclipse and the excellence of the 
photograph, is a clear sky, and this 
the observers expect to obtain in 
Spain. Egypt presents a more attract- 
ive field in this particular, but there 
the sun will be declining at the hour 
of eclipse, and being near sunset will 
not present a favorable angle for the 
best photographic results. 


The Lick observatory of California 


has sent a party to Labrador to make 
ibservatioris there, and similar parties 
will be scattered all along the path of 
totality. 


Those who desire to see the phenom- 


enon will have to rise early, as the 
eclipse will begin shortly after sun- 
rise here.

FRUIT ship, a bunch of bananas, 
a mosquito and an Italian— 
these four agents, according to 
the deductions of the health au- 


thorities of New Orleaus, were re- 
spousible for introducing yellow fever 
into New Orleans as long ago as last 
May. The first appearance of the dis- 
ease, according to the same deduc- 
tions, was in the Italian quarter where 
the Italian laborer who unloaded the 
fruit ship lived. 
. From the originally infected vicinity 
the fever spread until there had been 
several deaths. The characteristic pc- 
"culiarlties of the Italian when con- 
fronted by an epidemic showed them-

selves in instinctive efforts to hide the 
fever from the health authorities, and 
the result was that the prevalence of 
the disease was not known even to the 
city health officer until the middle of 
July. 


An attack of yellow fever comes on 


with severe chills or rigors when it 
conies suddenly. It may come on more 
gradually with languor, headache and 
malarial symptoms. The temperature 
goes to 103 degrees, sometimes higher. 
The fever lasts from three to five days, 
attended with pain in the back, limbs 
and head. There is nati?ea and vomit- 
ing. The yellow tint of the skin, from 
which the fever gets its name, begins 
OB the second or third day. 
Yellow 


fever develops usually from three or 
four days after infection. 
Sometimes 


it takes seven days. In severe cases 
small hemorrhages take p!acc into the 
skin and mucous membrane. 
The 


vomit is at first white. 
Later it be- 


comes very dark in appearance, like 
coffee grounds, when it is known as 
'"black vomit." 
There is bleeding at 


the nose, mouth and gums. Delirium 
usually follows, then unconsciousnes. 
and death. 


First Recognized In West Indies. 


Although yellow fever has been oc- 


casionally seen outside of the tropic-;. 
Its real origin is in a warm climate. It 
WRS first recognized definitely in the 
West Indies in 1847, where it prevails, 
ns well as on the west coast of Africa 
Central America and southward along 
both coasts of South America 
anrj 


northward to the south Atlantic and 
gulf states. It has been 'brought to 
north Atlantic seaports by vessels. 
The coming of frost generally stops 
yellow fever. 
Survivors of one attack 


of yellow fever become immune from 
further attack. The mortality varies 
In some epidemics it has been as high 
rs 85 per cent; in others as" low as 10 
I -»r cent. 


Experts seem to agree that the first 


ctep to combat the spread of yellow 
fever is to attack thp mosquito. 
In 


this connection ]~>r. Walter Wyman. 
Burgeon general of the marine hospital 
B«rvice, who is in charge of the cam- 
paign against yellow fever in Now 
Orleans and to whom belongs the 
credit of encouraging and urging tho 
experiments leading to the acceptance 
of the theory that thp stegomyia mos-. 
qulto is practically the only carrier of 
the poison that causes yellow fever, 
recently spoke as follows to the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Pittsburg 
JMspatch: 


"Scientifically it is not true that the 


etegomyia (female) is the only carrier 
of yellow fever. For all practical pur- 
joses the assertion is true. Until we 
mow the cau?« of yellow fever we 
cannot truthfully say that that mos- 
quito is tho only disseminator. There 
may be other carriers of it. but we 
aever have found any tracts of them. 


Mosquito Only Infection Agent 


"The best way iu dealing with an epi- 


demic, or any other thing, for that uiat- 
:er, is to proceed upon known facts. 
We know the stogomyia carries the 
cause of yellow fever. Therefore the 
order to all the men iu the marine hos- j 


al service is 'kill the mosquito!' If 


[he fever persists after the mosquito 
las disappeared we will know that 
there is some other way for carry- 
ing it-

quito theory and treated accordingly, 
with only about 10 per cent of the 
population attacked by the disease, 
contrasted with Laredo, Mexico, across 
the river/ disbelieving the th"ory,, 50 
per cent of the people attacked. 


'•The stegomyia does not live north 


of Mason and Dixou's line. He does 
not live in all the territory south of it. 
The mountains of North Carolina are 
too cold foi*"him. 'Before we knew any- 
thing about the work of that pest ob- 
servation taught us the country \vas 
divided into two parts—the infectible 
territory and the noninfectible. After 
we got to know about the stegomyia 
we found that the limits of his habitat 
were coextensive with the limits of the 
iufectible domain." 


"Xext to killing the mosquito bv 


making it impossible for him to breed 
what is the best preventive?" 


'"The screening of every person with 


a fever for four days. 
Yellow fever 


is hard to diagnose. 
It begins like 


many other fevers. 


"Screening during the first four days 


makes it impossible for the insect to 
become 
infected 
from the patient. 


Three days is the time in which a 
mosquito can get the poison from a 
human being, but four makes assur- 
ance doubly sure. 


"After a mosquito has taken the 


blood from a patient who has had yel- 
low fever for not more than three 
days it takes twelve days for the in- 
sect to become -a source of infection. 
So you can see that if the first yellow 
fever case is caught in time the cam- 
paign against the mosquitoes will be 
beneficial if it is vigorously prosecuted 
during the next nine or ten days. Aft- 
er that if the insect that bit the pa- 
tient is still at large the chances of in- 
fection are very numerous. It takes 
five days for the poison deposited in a 
human body by a mosquito to develop; 
hence the five day detention. 


"The stegomyia is a slow moving 


insect. 
After a patient has been re- 


moved to a doubly screened hospital 
in a doubly screened ambulance it IF 
the business of the doctors to return 
to the house as quickly as possible and 


this meal of blood. It was purposely 
applied to nouiuituunes iu cauip. 


"In December, l!f '0, five cases of the 


disease were developed as the result of 
such applications, in Jair-tary threo 
and in February two, making iu all 
ten, 'exclusive of the cases of I>r. 
James Carrol and Dr. Jesse W. Lazoar. 
Immediately upon the appearance of 
the lirst recognized symptoms of the 
disease in any one of these experiment- 
al cases the patient was taken from 
Cauip Lazear to a yellow fever hospi- 
tal ou'c mile distant. Every person in 
camp was rigidly protected from acci- 
dental mosquito bites, and not in a sin- 
gle instance did yellow fever develop 
in the camp except at the will of the 
experimenters. The experiments were 
conducted at a season when tin-re was 
the least chance of naturally acquiring 
he iii^eiiM.% ami luu iuj.-»iiiiloi-> Usc.1 
were kept alive by maintaining them 
at a summer temperature. 


'A completely mosquito proof build- 


ing was divided into two compart- 
uents by a wire screen partition. In- 
fected insects were liberated on one 
side only. A brave noniinmune enters.! 
and remained long enough to allow 
hiiuself to be bitten several times. lie 
was attacked by yellow fever, while 


o susceptible men in the other com- 


partment did not acquire the disease, 
although sleeping there thirteen nights. 
This demonstrates in tho simplest and 
most certain manner that the infec- 
tiousness of the building was due only 
to the presence of the insects. Every 
attempt was made to infect individ- 
uals by means of bedding, clothes and 
other articles that had been used and 
soiled by patients suffering with viru- 
lent yellow fever. 


•Naturally yellow fever is transmit- 


ted by the mosquito and always and 
only by the mosquito. The harmless- 
ness of fomites has been fully demon- 
strated by our experiments in 1000 and 
1001, in'which three young Americans 
slept for twenty consecutive nights in 
a room from which mosquitoes were 
excluded garnished with articles soile.i 
with disctrtro;ps from fatal and other 
cases of yellow fever. Three and four 
large boxes w»re packed and unp'\ck«xl 
each morning by these noniminunes, 
who suffered no disturbance of health 
from these exposures. The room was 
20 by 14 feet, double wailed, tightly 
sealed, heated to above 90 degrees F. 
and dark. 


"Two other noniminunes then occu- 


pied the room for twenty nights, while 
additional 
articles of bedding 
ant 


clothing were added. They slept in the 
garments and between the sheets tha' 
covered cases of yellow fever, some 01 
which were fatal. The result of the 
second attempt was nil. A third at 
tempt was then made with two addi 
tional nonimmunes equally withou 
success. Not the slightest indisposition 
followed close and intimate contac 
with this repulsive material in an 
case. Temperatures and pulse ratee 
were recorded at regular and frequen 
intervals. Four of these seven nonim 
munes wore subsequently infected bj 
blood injections and by means of in 
fected mosquitoes." 


Dr. Lafzear's Singular Death. 


The first death from the mosquito ex 


periments was that of Dr. Jesse W 
Lazear in November, 1901. Dr. Lazear 
an army surgeon, was one of an arnij 
board, all of whom submitted them 
selves to the bites of infected mosqui 
tops. The death of Dr. Lazeur was sin 
guiar. He had voluntarily been bitten 
for the sake of experiment and suf 
fered no eSfects. Afterward while he 
was visiting the yellow fever ward a

The fact that mosquitoes convey yel 


low fever was established by the late 
Major Walter Reed, surveyor of the 
United States army, when in 1000 and 
I'.iOl he supervised the experiments 
with yellow fever in Cuba after the 
United States came into control of 
the island, says the St. Louis Fost- 
Dispatch. The.-e tests were thorough 
and convinced the army officer ihut 
beyond a doubt the mosquito is the 
only transmitter of the fever genii. 
Following is the report of these, ex- 
periments, and it should satisfy all lay- 
men when it is borne in mind that 
all the subjects 
were Americans- 


United States soldiers who had volun- 
teered: 


Special Camp Built. 


"A camp was especially constructed 


for the experiments about four miles 
from Havana. 
The inmates of the 


camp were put into most rigid quar- 
antine and ample time was allowed to 
eliminate any possibility of the disease 
being brought in from Havana. The 
personnel consisted of three nurses aud 
nine^immunes, all in the military serv- 
ice, and included two physicians. 


"From time to time Spanish immi- 


grants, newly arrivei;, were brought in 
from the immigrant .station. A person 
not Known !o be iniiiiiine was not nl- 
•owert tr> leave ramp, or if he did was 
>>rbidden to return. The most com- 
plete record was kept of the health of 
everv man to be experimented upon, 
thus eliminating th" possibility of any 
other disease than yellow fovor compli- 
cating the c:ise. 


"Th" mosquitoes used were esnecial- 


ly bjwl from the cgs* and k"pr in a 
bnii-I ng screen/Hi by wire nett;*g. 
When an insect was wanted for an cx- 
p-'rimcnt it was taken into n yellow 
r«vpr hospital and allowed to fill itself 
With the blood of a patient. Afterward. 
It varying intervals from th^ time of

The city of Nome, on the Seuur.l 


peninsula, in the extreme north of 
Alaska, beyond the -trnm »t isl.imls 
that stand out like the bill of a snipe. 
contains a population of from _:.."IMJ to 
3,000 people iu tht- winter time and ten 
times as many people in the summer. 
The town has an enterprising ch-imbef 
of commerce, which iu fifteen dajs ir it 
together the most wonderful mineral 
exhibit ever displayed by one region. 


While the gold brick which Nome is 


showing has attracted more attention 
th:ui any other single article iu the 
United States government building at 
the fair, three nuggets, worth in the 
aggregate $8,000, stand second in pop- 
ularity. These are exhibited in a small 
•wire cage, and a man who wears in bis 
belt a revolver of the size common to 
melodrama 
and 
wild 
we«t 
shows 


stands guard over them. The biggest 
nugeet of the three, which weighs 
ounces, is worth $3,27G. There is a hole 
in one side of the cage big enough foi 
one to put his hand through it, but not 
large enough to e'nable him to take oul 
the nugget Over the chunk of goH 
there is a legend which reads, "You 
can lift the nugget, but don't take it 
away," and'all day long people crowd 
one another for a chance to hold 
worth of gold for just a fraction of a 
minute. 


The nuggets and thp gold bricks c\ra- 


stitute Nome's most interesting gold 
display. They are owned by the Pio- 
neer Mining company and were found 
In Anvil creeic, near Nome. Near the 
ni'gcet cage is a table on which, under 
glass, are small boxes of pay dirt. This 
display is not so spectacular ns that 
in the nxtgget cage—which, by the way., 
includes a host of smaller nuggets in 
addition to the three big ones-but it 
IH remarkably interesting. 
The pay 


dirt shows no gold and looks like ordi- 
nary gravelly soil. One box of it is 
labeled: "Pay dirt from Anvil creek. 
Average value $1.20 per bucket." One 
at once begins to figure how many 
buckets an ordinary man could fill in 
a day, and the figures are startling. 
Anpther box contains broken rock and 
is labeled, -'Portion of bedrock from 
Portland bench claim—S421.000 result 
of work of se\en men for sixty days."
